mile area. 
Shirley Tucker, a night cook 
at the little cafe that adjoined 
the bunkhouse in the Norfolk 
and W estern yard where the 
explosion occurred, said she 
had just put the bacon on the 
grill to feed the hungry workers 
when the blast cam e. 
“ I knew them all by nam e or 


face," Mrs. Tucker said sob­ 
bing. “ 1 saw' them out here 
first,

Danile Rogers, 67, a security 
guard at an appliance w are­ 
house about three quarters of a 
mile from the blast, said, “ It 
was like a flash of lightning. I 
saw* buildings and warehouses 
all in pieces. Only the uprights 
were left.” 


The explosion and fire that 
followed destroyed hundreds of 
freig h t c a rs and rocked the 
dow ntown district of this city of 
91,500 persons in the rich corn 
and soybean belt of Central 
Illinois.

Land, Sea, 
Turks Invade Cyprus 
Claim Capital City

Turkey invaded Cyprus today 
and 
battled 
Greek

forces from the M editerranean 
island’s northern beaches to the 
gates of the capital city of 
Nicosia. 
G reece ordered 
a

mobilization of its arm ed forces 
and 
rushed

Turkish border. 
T u rk ish lan d , sea and a ir 
forces struck at dawn in a two­ 
pro n g ed 
a tta c k , 
sto rm in g 
ashore the island republic in 
the north near the port city of 
Kyrenia and at Limassol in the 
south. 
Waves of Turkish waves of 
w arplanes struck targets near 
Nicosia.

hours after the invasion began, 
the 
Turkish 
governm ent 
in 
Ankara announced that the city 


of Nicosia had fallen to the 
invading arm y. There was no 
im m ediate confirm ation from 
correspondents in Nicosia.

A pall of smoke hung over 
the so-called “green line” in 
c e n tra l N icosia, the dividing 
point between the Greek and 
Turkish com m unities.

A United Nations spokesman 
in Nicosia said the U N. peace 
keeping force on the island had

The spokesm an said Turkish 
troops were advancing on the 
capital in a pi nee r movem ent. 
Fighting was also reported in 
Limassol, the island’s second 
largest city, and other centers.

overthrew the governm ent of 
Archbishop M akarios on the 
island republic, which has a 
population of 80 per cent ethnic 
Greeks and 20 per cent Turkish 
Cypriots. 
Turkey said the attack was 
launched after diplom acy failed 
to solve a crisis touched off by 
the Greek-led coup. "We are 
going to Cyprus not to m ake

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DENNIS SCORES A POINT 
Unyielding integrity and a 
consistent sense of personal 
responsibility, have alw ays 
been param ount with Rep. 
David W. Dennis. 
He put those principles to 
good use 
the other day 
in 
Congress. And in so doing, he 
won a point of procedure before 
the House of Representatives 
despite opposition from 
both 
parties. 
Representative Dennis is a 
member of the House Judiciary 
C om m ittee 
hearing 
im ­ 
peach m en t evidence a g a in st 
Nixon. A rule of Congress is that 
each 
committee 
m em ber 
is 
entitled to five 
minutes for 
questioning w itnesses. 
The 
Judiciary Committee wanted to 
waive that privilege and, in­ 
stead, have written questions 
submitted to members, with the 
committee counsel to determine 
which would be asked 
This was the proposal the 
Judiciary Committee presented 
to Congress. But Representative 
Dennis, in what one Washington 
correspondent 
called 
“David 
taking 
on 
G oliath,” 
spearheaded a vigorous protest 
to protect committee m embers’ 
rights. Dennis said a refusal to 
let m embers ask questions was, 
in effect, saying they could not 
be trusted to interrogate wit­ 
nesses. 
Emphasizing the gravity of 
the decision the co m m ittee 
faces, Dennis said ‘‘You’re 
talking about the impeachment 
of the president of the United 
States.” 
News accounts indicated that 
veteran 
congressional 
ob­ 
servers felt Dennis had scant 
chance 
of 
being 
upheld, 
especially since he was fighting 
both political parties. 


But he quickly won support 
and the proposal 
to 
limit 
questioning 
rights 
of 
the 
committee members failed by a 
wide 
m arg in 
to 
gain 
the 
necessary two-thirds majority 
vote in the House as a whole. 
Dennis said he vehemently 
opposed the idea because it was 
a 
su rre n d e r 
of 
rig hts, 
prero g ativ es and duties of 
m e m b e rs of the House of 
Representatives. He said the 
people elected them to meet 
those responsibilities. 
The 
W ayne 
County 
re p re se n ta tiv e w as c o rrec t 
when he said the matter of 
impeachment was far too im ­ 
portant 
to 
have 
Ju d icia ry 
Committee members restricted 
in their questioning simply to 
save a little time. 


We applaud Representative 
Dennis’ stand and his courage in 
speaking out. It may not be 
necessary for each committee 
m ember to take five minutes to 
question every 
witness. 
But 
that's not the point. The point is 
that this is a privilege which 
should not be waived on the 
weak expedience of saving a 
little time. The m atter under 
consideration is too grave for 
that. 


Representative 
Dennis, 
we 
fell sure, does not consider 
him self a 
“ top 
nam e” 
in 
Congress. He calls himself a 
sort of a 
“junior member,” 
considering the long years of 
experience other congressmen 
have. 


But his affinity for abiding by 
the rules, for being thorough, 
and for being well grounded in 
constitutional procedures, are 
making his presence felt more 
all the time.
